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REMARKS 


The final Office Action was issued on pending claims 1-7. Claims 1-6 are allowed and 
claim 7 stands rejected. In this Response, claim 7 has been cancelled and no claims have been 
amended or added. Thus, claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

Applicants invite the Examiner to call Applicants' Representative to discuss any issues 
with diis application. 

Allowed Claims 

The Office Action states that claims 1-6 are allowed. Applicants thank the Examiner for 
the notice of allowed claims.
